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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  South  Hampton: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  to- 
gether with  the  report  of  Miss  Helen  Thomas,  School 
Nurse.  This  appended  report  deserves  your  thoughtful 
consideration.  Your  attention  is  called  to  the  table  of 
statistics  which  follows  this  report. 

The  number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  our  schools  last  year 
was  40.  This  number  is  six  less  than  during  the  year 
ending  in  June  1930.  The  attendance  averaged  94.78% 
of  the  membership.  The  average  for  the  state  was  95.4%. 
There  were  two  pupils  neither  absent  nor  tardy  during 
the  year. 

The  following  table  shows  the  attendance  in  the  South 
Hampton  schools  during  recent  years:

There  were  three  graduates  from  the  eighth  grade  last 
June.  The  three  entered  High  School.  This  is  a  time 
when  young  people  should  continue  in  school.  It  is  far 
better  for  them  to  be  enrolled  in  schools  than  to  be  found 
merely  forming  habits  of  idleness.  I  urge  all  our  graduates 
from  the  eighth  grade  to  go  to  High  School  and  to  go 
through. 

Miss  Florence  Willis  resigned  her  position  as  primary 
teacher  to  accept  a  position  in  Amesbury.  Miss  Gladys 
Tucker  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 


REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD       55 

The  Stanford  Achievement  Tests  were  given  this  Fall 
as  in  other  years.  Scores  obtained  show  that  good  school 
progress  has  been  made.  It  is  our  aim  to  direct  our  teach- 
ing to  individual  pupils,  first  by  discovering  needs  and 
then  by  adaption  of  work  and  drill.  This  year  as  in  other 
years,  our  tests  are  designed  to  reveal  these  needs,  and  we 
have  given  attention  to  choosing  the  right  kind  and  amount 
of  drill. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  discipline  of  the 
schools,  in  session,  on  the  playground,  and  on  the  street 
is  good.  Both  by  precept  and  example,  our  teachers 
offer  much  training  in  character  and  citizenship  as  well 
as  in  the  subjects  of  our  course  of  study. 

The  coat  of  paint  applied  to  the  walls  of  the  class  rooms 
and  halls  greatly  improved  both  the  appearance  and  the 
lighting.  The  window  arrangement  in  the  primary  room 
is  ideal.  Window  area  is  sufficient  and  light  comes  from 
one  side  of  the  room,  thus  preventing  cross-light.  In  the 
grammar  room  the  window  arrangment  is  not  as  good  as 
in  the  primary  room  and  could  be  improved.  The  build- 
ing of  a  porch  to  protect  the  front  doorway  from  rain  and 
snow,  which  the  Trustees  have  considered,  would  be  a 
good  addition.  Electric  lights  would  be  a  great  help 
to  teachers  and  children  during  the  short  afternoons  of 
winter.  A  sink  to  provide  washing  facilities  would  be 
greatly  appreciated.  The  Trustees  have  taken  a  real 
interest  in  the  improvement  of  the  building  and  we  hope 
will  continue  as  in  the  past  so  far  as  their  funds  permit. 

South  Hampton  will  continue  to  receive  a  substantial 
sum  in  the  form  of  State  Aid  for  elementary  schools. 
Every  school  District  in  which  a  School  tax  of  five  dollars 
per  one  thousand  dollars  equalized  valuation  does  not 
yield  a  sum  equal  to  the  approved  budget,  is  entitled  to 
State  Aid  for  elementary  schools.  The  St  .'te  Ad  '<  rhe 
amount  that  must  be  added  to  the  yield  of  the  five  dollars' 
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tax  to  equal  the  amount  of  the  approved  budget.  The 
approved  budget  for  elementary  schools  is  the  amount 
fixed  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  as  the  minimum 
amount  necessary  to  maintain  standard  schools.  Our 
budget  is  determined  by  the  amounts  that  State  Aid 
will  allow  on  the  various  items.  If  maintenance  costs 
are  cut  below  this  amount,  it  will  reduce  State  Aid  rather 
than  the  costs  to  the  local  tax  payer. 

One  of  our  greatest  living  teachers,  Angelo  Patri,  says: 
"The  school  cannot  do  it  all.  The  parents,  the  grand- 
parents, the  community,  the  homes,  the  use  of  leisure,  the 
play,  the  church,  the  library,  and  countless  other  agencies 
are  at  work  quietly,  but  surely  in  the  tremendous  move- 
ment called  education.  There  are  twenty-four  hours  in 
a  day.  The  child  spends  at  best  six  hours  in  school,  five 
days  a  week,  in  forty  weeks  in  a  year.  He  spends  eighteen 
hours  outside  of  school,  seven  days  in  a  week  and  fifty- 
two  weeks  in  a  year.  No,  the  school  cannot  compete! 
The  handicaps  are  too  great.  It  must  be  together,  child, 
teacher  parents,  home,  community,  and  church.  All 
need  the  school,  but  even  more  does  the  school  need  all 
the  other  helpers.  Educating  boys  and  girls  is  the  biggest 
job  in  this  land  of  ours.  It  is  too  big  a  job  for  the  schools 
alone.  Confidence  and  faith  are  at  the  base  of  all  co- 
operative endeavors.  Children  teachers  and  parents  must 
co-operate." 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  appreciation  of  the  courtesy 
and  assistance  given  me  by  the  School  Board  and  the  teach- 
ing force.
